LONDON, August 20.—The journalists were 
right. AboutSo’clock yesterday afternoon, 
in reply to the impromptu question of a mem- 
ber, the statement was made of 
Salisbury’s announcement of the proo- 
lamation of the National League.

The formal mention of the 
National League was greeted with cheers, 
which were renewed when John 
O'Connor supplemented the statement that 
there exists an association known by 
name of the Irish National League, with 
confident assurunce contained in the words, 
and it will exist.’’ The Irish members were 
very calm and quiet about it afterwards. The 
only Opinions expressed about it were by the 
influential ones. Among them was, ‘‘It would 
be a bad winter for Ireland. 
DAVITT’S LETTER. 

This morning I receiveda letter from Michael 
Davitt, in which he says: My health is giving 
way again from hard work. I fear I have lit- 
tle chance of a holiday outside of 
prison. We are going to have a 
bad time of it during the 
winter, or I am no prophet.’’ Curiously 
enough these were the exact words used to 
me by the Irishmen inthe lobby last night. 
It does not follow, of course; as the Times re- 
marks, that the Government was bound to 
suppressthe League because they have pro- 
claimed it.

THE STANDARD. 

The Standard says: ‘‘It is necessary that the 
Irish be made to know who is master, the 
League orthe law.

THE ECLIPSE. 

The eclipse of the sun yesterday was ob- 
served fora few minutes at sunrise at Dart- 
moorand Torquay. The sky was obscured 
by clouds at Paris and Vienna. At the 
latter place thousands were waiting to 
make observations. Prof. Vogel, ofthe Bel- 
gian expedition, stationed at Jerjewitz, on the 
Volga, telegraphs that the sky was over- 
cast but that the solar protuberances 
and chromosphere were observed, although 
the corona was invisible.

DIED TOGETHER. 


A GHASTLY DISCOVERY IN A NEW YORK 
TENEMZNT HOUSE. 


The Suicide of Mrs. Melvina R. W. Payne 
and Her Daughter, Anna—A Dread of 
Becoming Insane the Cause—Discovery 
ofthe Terrible Deed Several Days After 
Its Occurrence—Pathetic Letters Left by 
the Women. * 


New Tonk. August 20.—A disgusting stench 
filled the tenement No. 81 Charles street for 
the past few days, and yesterday it grew go bad 
that Mrs. Franklin, the house-keeper, notified 
the police. She believed that the smell 
came from a devaying pail of garbage 
inthe rooms on the second floor, occupied 
by Mrs. Melvina R. W. Payne, and her 
daughter, Anna M. On Monday last the 
women had been seen closing up the shutters, 
and it was thought they had gone into 
the country. The report to the po- 
lice brought no response, and this fore- 
noon the stench had grown so vile that 
Mr. Hammann, the owner of the house, de- 
cided to make an investigation. He got out 
on the fire-escape and peered through the 
shutters into the women’s room. He saw 
both the women lying dead on the bed, which 
was bespattered with biood. 

MAGGOTS CRAWLED OVER THE SHEETS. 
Horror stricken, the man rusbed for the po- 
lice, and a locksmith was procured, whe 
burst open the door. Disinfectants 
were spread about and then an 
investigation was made. The women had been 


lying dead since Monday. A razor and an 
empty laudanum bottle were on a chair beside 
the bed. Hulf stupefied by the poison, prob- 
ably, and insensible to pain, the women 
had cut the arteries at their elbows and 
ankles, and bied to death, locked in each 
others arms. Death had unloosed their grip 
andthey lay side by side, faciug each other 
when found. Letters found on a table beside 
the bed showed that they had carefully con- 
sidered r of suicide, and decided to die 
together. he envelope containing them was 
so sonked with blood that the address was 
almostillegible. The police made it out to be 
„Mise H. A. Weed, No. 12 West Twelfth 
street. Miss Weed is a daughter of the late 
Thurlow Weed, and the Paynes were known 
to be old friends ot the Weed family. 
THE LETTER SAID: 

‘+ Miss F. A. Weed: 

‘*‘DEAR FRIEND—If anything happens that 
we are both found dead will you see that we 
are buried in the Albany Rural Cemetery in 
oaken caskets. Mr. James Burns of the 
cemetery knows where our lot is. My 
mother had $191 in the Bleeker Street 
Savings Bank. I here money in the 
above bank, xlsoin the Bowery Savings and 
the Dry Dock, in Third avenue. These 
amounts will pay all the funeral expenses. 
We have pinched and saved this money fora 
little homestead, but thatis all hopeless now. 
We are both helpless now as to our minds. 
We are not fit to care for ourselves. The con- 
tents of our house is to be given to the poor.’’ 

ANOTHER LETTER SAID: 

We are both of us, my mother and I, in- 
sane and dread the mad-house. We want to 
be with our fami:y. Tell our relatives where 
we lie. Our relatives—Henry Martin, 84 
Seviye avenue, Cleveland, O.; 8. M. Talbot, 
Willoughby, Lake County, O.; Julla A. Mans- 
field, ateauyva, Franklin County, N. V.. 

The Payne family had lived in the house up- 
wards of three years. They were quiet, gentle 
women. Mrs. Payne was a widow, about 60 


years old. Her daugbter, who was about 38 
years, was a teacher Inthe de public 
school. It was not known by neighbors 


that there was anything unusual about the 
women.

Traffic Manager DePew Explains the Mobile 
& Ohio Freight Rates, 


E. F. Kelly, Secretary of the Transportation

Sheriff Kendall’s Fight With the Redskins 


—Treops Moving. 


DENVER, August 20.—The reported fight be- 
tween Kendall and Colorow’s band, in 


which 
confirmed. It is rumored that the Navajos 
and Southern Utes will join Oolorow. A 
dispatch from Greenwood says that there 
are about four hundred Indians ia the vicinity 
of Meeker, and that the majority of citizens 
at that place are dissatisfied with the leader- 
ship of 6herif Kendall, and they are 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of the troops. 

A new version of the cause of the trouble is 
that the Indians are not inclined to hostilities, 
put that they are forced into their present at- 
titude by bad white men, in self-defense. 

The following telegram was sent to Gov. 
Adams yesterday:

At Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., August 20.—No official 
Information has yet been received here con- 
cerning the Ute troubles. The latest received 
by the War Department was the following 


dispatch from Maj. Randlett of the Ninth In- 
fantry, in command at Fort Duchesne, 
August 16: 

Rumors from the Colorado line receive 
careful attention. On Sunday last Burns sent 
to Meeker an employe named McAndrews, with 
Charley Cavanaugh, McCook and six other 
Utes, to ascertain the facts. Upon receipt of 
telegram this morning, I drove over to Ouray, 
where Burns is revising the pay rolls of the 
Uncomphagres. While there a letter, as fol- 
lows, wus received from McAndrews: 

‘*RANGELY, Col., August 15.—Everything all 
right on Blue Mountains and here. The whites 
seem to think thatthe people around Meeker 
are badly scared. Have seen nobody who 
knows anything from Meeker. Wil! leave after 
dinner for Meeker. The Indlans with me want 
me to tell the Indians at Uinta and Ouray not 
to be scared. McCook and Myself goto Meek- 
er and I will write you again when I find more 
out. MCANDREWS. 

The Indians living at the agencies are un- 
disturbed and all are at home. Old Colorow 
is said to be bunting in the mountains of Col-

Kendall’s Fight. 

DENVER, Colo., August 20.— Whatever may 
have been the cause of this Ute trouble, and 
whether it was justifiable, the fact remains 
that there is difficulty ahead and it will only 


be averted d the nasty return of 
the renegades to their reservation. The 
State authorities have gone too far to retrace 
their steps and the Indians give no sign of 
an intention to retire. Sheriff Kendall 
started from Meeker, Wednesday, with nine 
men to locate the Indians whom he found in 
cump near the old Thornburg dattleneld. 
They were too smart for him, however, and 
got in his rear. After a stubborn fivht, in 
which four of Kendall's men were wounded 
and three horses killed, the p succeeded 
in 1 bringing their wounded to Meek - 
er. This was the first white blood drawn in the 
conflict. Couriers were hastily sent to Glen- 
wood, who met a company of ffty well-armed 
volunteers from Aspen on the road, and the 
latter party hastened forward. The informa- 
tion was conveyed ale to Genu. West at 
Glenwood Springs, where the troops from 
Denver and other points are encamped. This 
morning the mounted men left Glenwood for 
the front with the ger 4 that they may 
encounter Indians on the road. 

A report came from Rawlins last night that 
stage passengers had reached there who 
deciared that Kendall’s men were desert- 
ing him. This information evidently is old, 
as a similar report came from Glenwood, and 
it was afterwards shown that Kendall had 
divided his forces. All of his original party 
finally reached Meeker. 


MYSTERIOUS DEATA. 


George Bailey, an Infant, Found Dead Under 
Peculiar Circumstances. 


The police and the Coroner are investigating 
the somewhat mysterious death of George 
Bailey, 14-months-old child of Martin Bailey, 
a lithographer living at No. 1517 Clark avenue. 
Bailey rents the upper floor of the house from 
Dan Linahan, the bookseller, and came hither 
from Chicago about a year ago. He 
has been returning home rather late re- 
cently, having to do over-work, and 
on his return last night at II o’ clock startled 
the house by crying out that his boy was 
dead. Mrs. Li ahan on going upstairs found 
Mrs. Bailey lying on e bed with the child 
dead at her feet and covered with biood which 
had come from the mouth. Bailey, himself, 
was distracted. When the weeping father 
hurried off for a doctor, the mother arose and 
attempted to out: her thront, but was 
penvenses by Mrs. Linah She 
nflicted a slight however, and 
was later sent to City Hospital. 
The father was arrested by Sergt. T Hen-

nessy. The body of the child bore no marks 
of violence and itis supposed that he died a 
nutural death, but this fact was concealed 
from the father by the mother, both of whom 
loved him greatly. Bailey states that the 
child was ailing, and that on Wednesday he 
asked Dr. Russell Abeli to call, but found out 
last night that the doctor haa failed to do so. 
Dr. Abell denies that he had been asked 
to call, but that he had prescribed for Bailey 
himeeif. 

Bailey sayshe andhis wife had quarreled 
Monday about her reading a letter he was 
writing to a gentleman friend in New York and 
were on bad terms. When he asked her about 
the boy yesterday morning, she gave him no 
reply and be left. He thinks his wife con- 
cealed the child’s death from because she 
knew he was so fond of him. His wife and he 
quarreled some because she did not think he 
fave her enough money to fit up the house. 

e was a member of 1 n 
club and spent 4 or 8 nearly every 
week attending their shoots, and also sent 
some money to his mother occasionally. His 
salary wus a week, but he hada hard time 
making it go around, although not a drinking 
man or extravagant in any way exceptat the 
gunclub shoots. 

The death is probably only a natural one, 
but the parents certainly showed a lack of re- 
gard for the child in letting him die without 
medical attendance. 


BAILEY RELEASED. 
The Coroner to-day had a talk with Balley 
and soon became convinced thatthe man had 
nothing whatever to do with the child’s death, 
and ordered his release. Bailey oried like a 
child.

THE IVES FAILURE. 


Assignee Cromwell Looking for Missing 
Books—The Statement Not Ready. 


New York, August 20.—William N. Orom- | 
well, assignee of the firm of Henry 8.Ives & 
Co., obtained from Judge Donohue, yester- 
day afternoon, an order to compel the three 
partners in the fi appear on Monday in 
the Court of Common Pleas and explain what 
has become of the ledger, the cash-book, the 
security book, and two blotters cover- 
ing the year 1886 and theearly part of 1687. 
The firm opened new books on April 1 last, 
and the assignee has been unable to obtain 
the books referred to from the members. 
They profess not to know what has become 
of them. They are Important, because, 
although the books in use since April 1 
appear to be straight, there is nothing to 
show that they are begun on a correct basis. 
The clerks make affiduvit that all the books 
were in the vault on Monday, August 8, about 
the time the Cincinnati creditors arrived trom 
the West with Ives. It ig said that the as- 
signee threatens Ives and his partners with 
arrest if they did not produce the books, but 
they positively declare that they kuew notnh- 
mee their whereabouts. 

ssignee Cromweil, this morning, said to a 
reporter that he was sorry that 1 had 
leaked out concerning his action in procur- 
ing an order of Court te compel 
Ives & „ to produce certain missing 
books. He said certain brokers grasped at 
every possible feature of the Ives matter to 
influence the stock market, and he had for 
that reason all along avoided giving out any 
information which could be converted into a 
sensation. 

The statement, now nearly completed, is 
made, he said, from the books as they ex- 
ist. These are acomplete set carefully kept 
and telling a connected story of the firms 
transactions.’’ 

Mr. Cromwell would not state what the miss- 
ing books were, but said thathe would make 
his statement of the affair in 

day morning. 

THE STATEMENT NOT READY. 


The assiguee’s statement in the matter 
of Ives Co.’s failure was prom 
for noon to-day, but at that hour the 


accountants asked more time. They are 
now busy on the recapitulation and the state- 
ment is promised to be ready late this 
afternoon. A meeting of the directors 
of the Mineral Range Railroad Com- 
pany is bein held in the ass'gnee’s 
office, and there is the best réasons 
for belief that Mr. Stayner has resigned the 
presidency of the road, and that Mr. Ives has 
also resigned as vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer, all of which positions he held.

Their fa- 
naticism is so narrow and intoler- 
ant that they are unsafe ooun- 
selors, even when their preaching is 
essentially true. The Prohibitionist fan- 
atic assumes, asan axiomatic truth, that 
people who do not agree with him about 
whisky are scoundrels and sinners, 
leagued with the powers of darkness and 
at war with all that is good. The Anti- 
poverty fanatic plants himself on the as- 
sumption that all land-owners are thieves 
and robbers; and soon down the line to 
the Anarchist fanatic, who believes that, 
since everything is wrong, everything 
should be destroyed. 

The active reformers of the day need 
@ more generous baptism of Christian 
charity. They should learn that in order 
to make a man change his mind on a cer- 
tain subject it is a poor plan to begin the 
job by trying to persuade him that he is a 
scoundrel. It is not true that the world is 
very bad and full of evil, with no good 
thing in it exoept its reformers. The in- 
ourable fanatics, who are deaf to every

Death of the Man Whe Claimed to Be

His health, he claimed, was ruined by his 
army service, but he was given no a 
aid or pension. An application, however, 
had been made, and Brinski was expecting aid 
in that direction up to the time of his death.

The St. Louis Protestant Hospital is to-day 
without debt, and its fully equipped with a 
bandsome, comfortable building. fine medical 
Staff, full corps of trained nurses, appliances 
andallthe necessities of a thoroughly pre- 
pared institution. This announcement meaus 
a vast deal to St. Louis. 

Itmay be said that acity is known by its 
charities. Not merely because the exercise of 
charity bespeaks the higbestform of civiliza- 
tion and the kindliest feelings of humanity, 
but because in the character and number of its 
charitable institutions are reflected the 
qualities of its people. They are not only evi- 


cences of prosperity and enterprise in the 
means to build and sustain them, but they are 
monuments to the generosity of the-founders 
and builders. 


The establishment and thor- 
ough equipment of 
anew one is there- 
fore a gain to the 
city, not to de 
counted in returns 
of profit, but in the 
development of the 
humane instinctse 
and in the relief 
and mitigation of 
the evils of pov- 
erty, suffering and 
disease. 

This is what has 
just been done for 
St. Louls. The deed 
accomplished is not the founding of a new in- 
stitution, but the placing of one already 
founded, but struggling for existence, on a 
sound financial basis, where its power for 
good is immeasurably increased and its per- 
manency and growth assured facts.

THE AIM OF THE FOUNDERS. 

The st. Louis Protestant Hospital was not 
founded on a hasty and ill-considered impulse. 
The originators of the plan of which the pres- 
ent splendidly equipped institution is the re- 
Tesulthad a well-defined purpose in view. 
This alm was steadily adhered to through 
many difficulties and discouragements. Its 
ichievement was not rapid, but was none the 
less sure, and the final result is all the more 
substantial. The purpose was the estabiish- 
ment ofa purely unsectarian hospital, which 
should offer to those overtaken by disease or 
accident proper care, medical or surgical 
treatment, and necessary medicines. 
The benevolent citizens who originated 
the plan in viewing the field of such 
York in the city found a distinct 
Deed, one portion of the ground uncovered.

The building which had 
been used before was retained, but the equip - 
ment was improved partly by purchase and 
partly by the generosity of liberal merchants 
and manufacturers. A fine medical staff was 
secured, and the work progressed admira- 
bly. The gentlemen who undertook 
the responsibility of muintaining the 
institution and who constituted the incorpor- 
ators were gentlemen known for their enter-

prise in business, public spirit and readiness 
to respond to every call of charity and the 


welfare of the city. They were Samuel M. 
Dodd, Edwin 0. Stanard, Joseph G. Chap- 
Man, Edward H. Semple, George W. Parker, 
Charles W. Barstow, James H. Wear, Isaac 
M. Mason, George A. Baker, George 8. Edgell, 
Frank L. Johnston, Edward P. V. Ritter and 
William P. Mullen. 

The incorporation of the hospital placed iton 
a different basis,more advantageous tothe con- 
duct ofthe work. It formed a nuclens around 
which the charitable energies of that vast 
mass of benevolent persons, comprising the 
Protestant Christian denominations, and 
those outside of church lines who respond to 
the dictates of humanity could gather and 
perform a mission of good. It was something 
that had never before existed, and could con- 
centrate and effectually apply benevolent 
labors which had been desultory and more or 
less aimless and impulsive. 

PECULIAR FEATURES OF THE INSTITUTION. 

There are several features of the hospital 
which mark it as independent, broad-gauge 
and worthy of hearty support and encourage- 
ment. 

1. It is absolutely non-sectarian, and invites 
the aid and co-operation of every class of 
citizens. 

2. It is not only non-sectarian in princilpe, 
but the charter prohibits the undue infimence 
of any one religious denomination, while at 
the same time it is Christian and humane in 
its purposes. 

3. It is conducted wholly for the good of 
the publicand not a single private interest 
can be subserved in its management. 

4. The character of the gentlemen controll- 
ing it and the charter guarantees honest man- 
agement and the economical use of funds de- 
voted to it. | 

5. Patients from all classes of physicians are 
received and the rights of the physicians are 
fully protected. 

In a word it is a practical, liberal and noble 
charity. Within one year after the Associa- 
tion was incorporated, and notwithstanding 
the limited means at command,there were 
treated over 6,000 cases of worthy poor people. 
Many of these cases were surgical, and medi- 
cines in almost every instance were furnished 
free. And yet the cost to the Board amounted 
to only obout $300, or 5 cents for each case. 

ENLARGING THE FIELD. 

With the movement in the hands of the gen- 
tlemen constituting the Board, it was impos- 
sible that the plan should stand still. The 
aim was too broadand the men too progres- 
sive for that. The work went steadily for- 
ward and it was soon manifest that more 
suitable and spacious quarters must be 
obtained, and the directors determined to 
secure them. In looking aboutforthe kina 
of building required, the managers found 
one that met every requisite. This 
was the Carr mansion, situated on 
North Eighteenth street, near Carr street. It 
was the residence of Mr. Thomas N. Dyer, and 
that gentleman favored the wishes of the 
Board and made the purchase of the house 
possible. The building was bought two sum- 
mers ago, the Board of Directors then consist- 
ing of 8. M. Dodd, Isaac M. Mason, George A. 
Baker, E. P. V. Ritter, E. H. Semple, George 
8. Edgell, Frank L. Johnston, Thomas K. 


Niedringhaus, E. F. Hoyt, D. B. Gould,

W. P. Mullen. These gentlemen 
undertook the task of securing the 


building and equipping it for hospital pur- 
poses, although there wasas yetno money 
with which to defray the expenses. It was nev- 
ertheless neceseary that the step be taken, in 
order to place the hospital in proper condition 
to do the work demanded of it and iu proper 
position before the public. It was done with 
confidence that the ultimate resuit would be 


good. This confidence was not mis- 
placed. As soon as the Dbaiiding 
was secured the question of furnishing 


and equipping it came up and was met, not by 
extravagant outlays at once, but by continual 
labor. Churches and individuals and businese 
firms responded to appeals for aid and fit- 
ting up wards furnishing the necessary 
hold and hospital appliances and by g! of 
money the end was accomplished and the hos- 
pital prepared for its mission of mercy. 

THE HOSPITAL BUILDING 

as it stands to-day is one of the most 
comfortable and admirably arranged in- 
stitutions in the city. It will repay 
a visit of inspection just to see how thorough: | 
ly everything has been prepared for the care 

and treatment of the sick and injured and the 
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one of the landmarks of that portion of the 
city, standson Eighteenth street, near Carr; 
fronting eust on the former. It is situated on 
high ground and the frontis imposing, the 
roof extending beyond the building proper, 
supported by large pillarsand covering spa- 
cious porticoes above and below. A broad 
stairway leads tothe lower portico and to 
the double entrance doors. The value of 
the porticoes as airy and sunny resting- places 
for convalescent patients is immense, and to- 
day when a Post-DISPATCH reporter and ar- 
tist visited the hospital they were most invit- 
ing. The sun glinted and sparkled on the 
balustrade and played hide-and-seek through 
the breeze-blown vines that clambered over 
the pillars and trailed from the upperto the 
lower porch. Easy chairs in the corners 
showed where the inmates had taken sun- 
baths and enjoyed the morning air. 

A pull at the bell brought to the door in a 
few minutes the assistant matron, Mrs. Flora 
Constable, who invited the visitors in with a 
pleasant welcome. The matron is Miss A. J. 
Gilmore, whoisa graduate of the New York 
Training-school for Nurses and thoroughly 
understands her duties. The main hall is 
large and airy, with high ceiling and with a 
side entrance. The hall is neatly and simply 
furnished with hat and coat rack, large table, 
chairs and settee, and an organ for music 
when it is permissible. The visitors had 
scarcely entered the house when Dr. L. H. 
Laidley, the president of the medical staff, 
who has been one of the most enthusiastic 
and hard workers for the suc- 
cess of the hospital, came for hia 
morning call on the patients and in the dis- 
pensary. Under the guidance of the physician 
and assistant matron the visitors were shown 
every part of the institution. It was scrupu- 
lously neat and clean and the cots were white, 
soft and inviting looking. 

The large room in front has been divided 
into three cosy apartments for single beds. 
Each one is neatly and tastefully furnished 
and has plenty of light and air, latticed doors 


opening on the portico. Back of them 
are two wards, one with two 
beds and the other with three beds. 


The Second Baptist Church gave the women’s 
surgicai ward in the rear up-stairs. 

The Union Methodist Church contributed the 
furniture for the front up-stairs room for 
ladies, and also the bath-rooin and operating- 
room. 

St. Mark’s Lutheran Church furnished and 
fitted up the second floor of the extension. 

Other Presbyterian Churches contributed for 
other rooms and for cots. 

This is only a partial list of what has been 
done, but itshowsthe spirit out of which the 
hospital has grown. There are still things 
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A private cot. a 


needed to add to the efficiency of the institu- 
tion, which doubtless will be given by its 
friends. . 

The sum of $5,000 will perpetually endow 


one bed, and double that amount will secure 
two beds. To endow one free bed for one 


year only $365 are needed. 

The dispensary is open from 10 a. m. to 4 
p. m. for the treatment of free cases, and from 
twenty to thirty worthy poor are attended to 
every day. Not less than 10,000 patients have 
been treated in the dispensary since the hos- 
pital was opened February 22, 1886. Compe- 


tent physicians and surgeons are in attendance 
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he Buiidings of the Protestant Hospital Asociat ion. 


Both are thoroughly ventilated and lighted by 
large windows and doors. They give the 
rooms a cheerful and home-like appearance, 
totally different from the business-like air of 
the usual big hospital. Nearly every room 
opens on a piazzaor balcony, and numerous 
windows let in abundance of fresh air. Up- 
stairs the arrangement is the same, and the 
rooms, if possible, coolerand lighter. Then 
for patients who require absolute quiet and 
seclusion there are apartments in an exten- 
sion to the rear of the main buildings. 
One of the rooms in the ‘‘L’’ of the house 
is now occupied by an afflicted gentleman in 
good circumstances, who selected it as the 
coolest quarters he could find, and in order to 
get the care and treatment of the hospital. 

The institution has a capacity for forty beds, 
although at present, for entire comfort and 
proper attention, not more than thirty patients 
can be taken. There are twenty-two nice 
rooms, and the highest number of patients 
accommodated at one time was twenty-six. 
All kinds of medica! and surgical cases are 
treated, and the most difficult and critical 
operations are performed. The medical staff 
have secured the latest and finest appliances 
fortheir work. They sent to New York for 
felt beds, which are the softest and easiest 
made, and in every other way the hospital is 
fully equipped. Only trained male and female 
nurses are employed. 

The dispensary is in the front basement, 
which is amply lighted and ventilated for the 
purpose. The basement lies high with win- 
dows opening to the air. Inthe rear of it are 
the laundry and kitchen, furnished with bolil- 
ers and ranges. In the central portion of the 
basement are the store-rooms and the boilers 
for heating the house. 

In the pleasant ante-room were two patients 
waiting to be treated, both poor women who 
were not able to paß for medical attention. 
Immediately adjoining the ante-room is the 
operating-room, which also contains the drug 
cases. 

GIFTS FROM CHURCHES. 


Much of the fitting up of the hospital is due, 
as has already been stated, to the kindness of 
churches and individuals. 

Among the churches which have contributed 
ald may be mentioned the foilowing: 

The Church of the Messiah furnished and 
fitted up the dispensary in a most thorough 
manner. Heip is still needed for a laboratory 
and for sufficient medical stores to satisfy the 
wants of free patients.

daily for medical and surgical clinics. The 
amount of good that is done inthis way is in- 
estimable. It is the aim of the managers to 
make the institution free, but for 
the present patients are received 
from any physician who may choose 
to send them there for proper care and 
nursing, and he is at liberty to attend. When 
patients are able nominal charges are made 
for care. The fact that the nurses are all 
trained, and keep careful records of the 
patient's condition, greatly aids the physi- 
cians, and helps recovery. 
THE MEDICAL STAFF. 

It requires only the mention of the names 
of the physicians and surgeons on the medical 
staff to guarantee able and skillful treatment 
of the pa#ients. They are eminent and accom- 
plished men in their profession, ard are 
devoted to their work. Dr. L. H. Laidley is 
senior surgeon and president of the staff, being 


also ex-officio member of the Board 
of Directors; Dr. Paul 1. Tupper is 
junir surgeon; Dr. J. B. Johnson 


is consulting physician, and the regular phy- 
sicians are Drs. W. G. Moore, E. M. Nelson 
and S. P. Johnson. The specialists and their 
departments are: Throat, Ur. William Porter; 
oculist, Dr. H. M. Post; aurist, Dr. John B. 
Shaplelgh; nervous diseases, Dr. Charles H. 
Hughes. 

Dr. Laidley, in speaking ot the work to-day, 
said that he preferred asmall building or a 
number of small buildings after the style of the 
latest Parisian bospitals in preference to an 
immense building for a hospital, as there was 
less danger of poisoning from vitiated air and

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LIFTING THE DEBT. 


Generous Responses to an Appeal for Aid—

A Strong and Pleasant Story of New England 
Life—An Idy! of the Sussex Bills—‘‘Crack- 
er Joe, a Good Book in the No Name 
Series,” That Gives Some Entertaining 
Views of Southern Life—Literary Notes.

This is a tale of life on the hills of Sussex, 
Kugland. The hero and heroine of this, in 
some respects powerful narrative, are a boy | 
of 12 and agirl of 11. Nevertheless the story 
was not written for children. It is essentially 
a ‘‘grown up tale, although the narrative is 
a simple relation of the adventures of a boy 
fortwelve months. The little heroine does 
not appear until late in time and when she 
does she is not of much consequence to the 
plot. The scene is laid in England, near 
Brighton,on the South Downs. The narrator is 
the boy himself, who had only the doubtfal 
advantage of wealth to compensate him for a 
loveless and unhappy existence. Briefly told, 
the story is this: 

Thomas Swift, Jr., was the only son of 2 
man who possessed and paraded that doubt 
ful ornament. a dee in his bon net. There 
was no end to his vagaries. His chief hobby 
consisted in torturing nature’s products into 
various unnatural forms. He trained pump- 
kins into glass forms of the human face divine; 
he poured chemicals at the feet of his loveliest 
roses, and reared fantastic monsters upon his 
hedges. Infact, he trained everything but 
his son, and him he allowed to run wild. This 
strange old man had one great antipathy. He 
hated ‘‘Papists’’ as he called them, and the 
only subjects on which he ever discoursed to 
his son was of the Scarlet Woman, the be- 
devilment of priestcraft and the necessity of 
exterminating what he was pleased to term 
„the whole brood of Papists’’ from the face 
of the earth. 

At length this strange old man was taken | 
sick unto death, and just before that event 
occurred he sent for his son, a timid and 
nervous child, and after frightening him to 
death by threatening to haunt him if he failed 
in his trust, presented him witha key and a 
sealed box. The key was to be thrown down 
the well; the box was to be kept a secret from 
every one until the boy was 18 years old, when 
he was to open it and do what he liked with 
what he found inside. Shortly afterwards he 
died. : 

Now Thomas, his son, was a highly nervous 
and imaginative lad, and after disposing of 
the key as directed he hid the box up the 
chimney. In due time the will was read, 
when it was discovered that the testator de- 
sired that his entire house ‘‘should be closed 
and sealed within fourteen days of his death 
with allthe contents, the doors and windows 
filledin and walled with solid masonry, and 
the chimneys leveled withthe roof, and se- 
curely closed with metal or stone, so that 
from cellar toroof no possible aperture or 
means of ingress to said house sbould re- 
main.’’ Twoold servants, Angelina Pilbeam 
and Joseph Spink, were left £1,000 on condi- 
tion that they Decame man and wife within 
two calendar months, and lived in a cottage 
to be built on the estate and remained in 
charge of the sealed-up house for the term of 
their natural lives. 

Now it naturally happened that people began 
to speculate upon this strange will, and 
strange whispers went abroad of the reasons 
for the proceeding, if aman so eccentric could 
be said to have any reason. Some years pre- 
viously a sister had come to visit the old 
gentieman. She had married aforeigner and 
adopted the Catholic faith. Old Thomas Swift 
was well known to hate Catholics, and one 
day when the sister disappeared suddenly 
and never reappeared, it was whispered that 
the old man had murdered her. The two old 
servants had heard a violent quarrel, with 
shrieks for help, and presently some heavy 
object was heard to go bump, bump, bump, 
down the cellar stairs. But the eccentricity of 
the old man was so well known that no 
inquiries were set on foot, but, in the face of 
this strange will, there were not wanting peo- 
ple to whisper that hes dead body was inthe 
cellar. 

Before walling up the house, however, the 
architect made a thorough search of the 
premises and found nothing. Even the cellar 
was empty save for afew old shelves that had 
rotted and fallen from the wall. So the house 
was bricked up, but while these events were 
progressing Thomas had rescued his legacy, 
the mysterious box, from the chimney, escaped 
from the house and buried it under a tree in 
the midst of the lonely downs. 

The old man’s legal advisers, Swomes and 
Middlemist, were appointed trustees and also 
guardian of the boy, who inherited the bulk 
of his father’s fortune. Shortly after the 
walling up of the house young Tom was 
sent for to London, and traveled up 
to the metropolis of the world ina first-class 
carriage. Here he made the acquaintance of 
Laura, achild of II, afterwards destined for 
his wife. These two precocious young people 
fell in love with one another at first sight, and 
their love did not cool upon reflection, either, 
which is more than can be said for the love of 
many who are older and presumably wiser. 

Tom lived quietly with his guardians for a 
month or two, and then was sent to school 
withagentleman named Wacker, who had a 
terribly literary wife. He went frequently 
to visit his guardians, however, and in the 
course of time became acquainted with some 
facts. One was that Mr, Swomes was trustee 
to his aunt's fortune (the aunt supposed to heve 
been murdered by his father) and had been 
engaged on a still-hunt for her for many 
years; the other that Laura, his charming 
friend of the train, was his first cousin. Mean- 
while, however, he became uneasy about the 
box bequeathed to him by his father and bor- 
rowed £5 from Mr. Middlemist to run down to 
Brighton and assure himself of its safety. On 
arrival he found that the earth he had placed 
around the box had been washed away by the 
rains, leaving his legacy exposed. 80 he took 
it to a place ‘‘under the cliffs by the sea’’ and 
there buried it again and returned to London. 
The box, however, was washed into the sea 
by a violent storm, whence it was rescued by 
Tom's enemy, a lad named Jerry, who had 
dogged his footsteps, and who brought it up 
to Mr. Middlemist. 

Finding his secret discovered, Tom readily 
told the whole story of the manner in which 
he became possessed of it. On being opened 
it was found to contain MSS. in his father’s 
handwriting in which he confessed to having 
murdered his sister and having buried her in 
the corner of the cellar. Down went the whole 
party to Brighton, the walled-up house was 
broken jinto and the cellar dug up. The box 
wasfound as described, but on being opened 
was found to contain nothing but crucifixes, 
relics, crosses and other emblems of the 
Catholic faith. 80 his story was a fabrication. 
He had not murdered his sister, after all. Or, 
ut all events, had not buried her in the place 
indicated. 

The mystery of the book is, of course, what 
became of the sister? This problem it is not 
the purpose of this review to solve. The 
story is well conceived, the plot original and, 
on the whole, interesting; but we think the 
author breaks down 4 little in the telling. 
Most, if not-all.of-the characters are bur - 


lezques, and well drawn. 
Pilbeam, the aggressive virgin; Spink, her 
husband; Middlemist,the criminal lawyer, and 
the crazy testator himself are all very smus- 
ing. But we submit thatthe author does not 
know, and will probably never now learn, 

how to draw a child. Laura is a precocious 
painfally goody-goody, but very unnatural lie- 
tle girl. Tom is a prig. Mr. Wacker, the 
pedagogue, isa natural and rather pathetic 
figure. His wife is unhappily a true picture of 
what sometimes is. There are perhaps rather 
too many plots and counterplots, which con- 
fuse the reader. But the story is amongst the 
best of the paper literature that has appeared 
this season, and the best advice we can give 
upon the subject is—read it. It is worth read- 
ing, and offers among its minor attractions a 
charming study of the musical Sussex dialect.

To issue series of books, novels, scientific 
treatises and biographies from various au- 
thors and on various subjects under one grand 
title, has been fashionable with publishers of 
late years. There is much to be said in favor 
of the practice. It draws attention to the pub- 
lieations of the house, forms a good advertise- 
ment, and le wellreceived by readers, who, 
finding that they enjoy one book of the series, 
look out eagerly for others, in the not always 
justified expectation that they will find them 
equally enjoyable. One of the best of such 
series issued of late years in the fleld of fle- 
tion is the ‘‘No Name Novels’’ from the press 
of Roberts Bros. It is by no means a new 
enterprise, the first having been issued in 
1876; and in the course of some forty succeed- 
ing volumes, most of which have been reviewed 
in these columns, the series has embraced 
many of the best novels ever published in 
America. All are issued anonymously; the 
name of the author is kept an inviolable secret, 
not to be given away even as an inducement to 
competition in guessing. It is understood 
that some of the best and most popular authors 
are engaged in helping forward the work, and 
taking Cracker Joe“ as a fair average speci- 
men volume of the series, we can well believe 
it. The success of each novel depends solely 
on the writer’s ability to catch and retain the 
reader’s interest. From anotber point of 
view the scheme is commendable on the 
ground that it gives talented but unknown 
writers an equal chance with those whose 
books sell by name alone. 

„Cracker Joe is a story of Florida life. 
The hero who gives his name to the tale has 
not very much to do with the story. He stands 
aside and watches the others play their parts 
in the life drama. There are many characters 
in the book, but all are interesting, and nearly 
all are typical specimens of Florida humanity. 
On the ground when the story opens we find 
Joe Carew (otherwise Cracker Joe) and his

As In a Looking-Glass’’ is very amusing. 
„Naughty, but pleasant, as the heroine re- 
marks more than once in her pages.

That is to say, she is not admitted into the 
very highest ranks of society, but she is always 
trying to getin atthetop. The work profess- 
es to be her journal, in which she records her 


most secret thoughts and hopes, as- 
pirations and successes.

She travels over the continent of Europe seek 
ing whom she may devour, and eventually 
lights upon a gentleman named Mr. Balfour.

The 
young man rushes off heart-broken to the con- 
tinent, followed by Mrs. Despard, who succeeds 
in so working upon the young man’s feelings 
that he marries her—in ignorance of course

One of 
the best (or worst) features of the story is 
that the character of this miserable woman is 
so skillfully drawn and her despair so weil 
portrayed that the reader insensibly grows in- 
terested in her and toward the end actually pit- 
ies her. She is very amusing and her little van- 
ities, white lies and intrigues are admirably 
delineated. Her hairbreadth escapes are sec- 
ond only to those of ‘‘Pamela,’’ though jn an 
opposite direction, and the story is full of 
lively situations and sparkling dialogue.

THE THEATERS PREPARING FOR OPENING 
OF THE REGULAR SEASON. 


— 


The Prospect for Dramatic Novelties Rather 
Slim—Some of the Attractions Which Will 
Visit St. Louis—Announcements of the 
Opening Dates—The American Opera 
Company's Season—Gossip About Players 
and Singers—Coulisse Chat. 


The local theatrical managers seem pretty 
much all at sea about the qgming season. The 
opening is at hand, two ot the houses com- 
mencing next Saturday, and yet there is only 
one who appears at all sure of his attractions. 
This is Mr. W. O. Mitchell of the People’s 
Theater. The others either do not know what 
attractions they will have or are afraid if they 
mention them that some other manager will 
come in and take them away. 

The bookings this season are undoubtedly 
slow, and the number of attractions expected 
onthe road is greatly reduced, so that the 
scramble for the best is vigorous. The 
noveities of any magnitude can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. The chances are, 
therefore, that the managers who are keeping 
their attractions so dark are Only trying to 
hide the vacant places in their books, and are 
ashamed of the few genuine novelties which 
they have to offer. 

There is an additional probability, which may 


panies last spring under the operation of the 
interstate commerce law, that some of the at- 
tractions booked will failto reach, and that 
many are extremely uncertain. The prospect 
for the seasonis certainly not brightfor St. 
Louis. The greatest foreign attraction which 
will come tothis country is Henry Irving’s 
production of ‘‘Faust,’’ which is described as 
simply marvelous in its spectacular beauty and 
realism. This attraction is not booked at 
any St. Louis theater and Mr. Irving at present 
has no intention of coming here. Whether he 
may be induced to change his plans or notisa 
matter of grave doubt as he missed St. Louis 
on his last tour in America.

At the head of the attractions which are 
booked here, and in fact, the only 
really great combination, is the Booth 
and Barrett joint venture.

The reduction inthe road companies has 
been considerable, some managers — 
the decrease at about 80 per cent, althoug 
this is a rather high estimate. A well-known 
New York theatrical states that at least forty 
companies traveling last year will be out of 
the list this year. This is, perhaps, the lowest 
estimate. Rose Coghian, who made a 
splendid record in high comedy last season,

A PARISIAN ACTRESS’ CAREER. 


From the Stage to a Title, and Finally to the 
Mad House. 


From Paris Letter to Boston Transcript. 

The mad-houses are becoming rapidly peo- 
pled with persons of note. Jeanne Andree was 
afew days since taken to the asylum of St. 
Anne. This is the dismal ending of a dazzling 
career. Jeanne Andree was an actress who 
shone more by her beauty than by her talent, 
but she nevertheless shone with an extraord- 


inary luster. She owned magnificent car- 
riages, hurses of the purest blood, and jewels 
fit for an empress. or a few years she was 
the — 8 beauty of Paris. Then the whim 
entered her head that she would like a title. 
She had no difficulty in finding one. She de- 
came the Comtesse de Beguelin and was taken 
by her husband to Berlin. The count having 
died, she left Germany for Russia, and there 
became a morganatic grand duchess. 

When the war of 1870 broke out she returned 
to Paris and transformed the mansion which 
she still owned here into an ambulance. She 
dressed the wounds of the soldiers who were 
brought in and earned the lasting gratitude of 
many. Since the war she has been almost for- 

otten.Of the fortunes which her extravagance 

ad engulfed nothing at length remained. She 
had lived upon her last jewels when, a few 
weeks since, charity onganized a peformance 
for her benefit at the Gaiete. The receipts 
barely covered the expenses. For years she 
was engaged ina lawsuit in connection with 
the estate of the Comte de Beguelin. She was 
convinced that when the settlement came she 
would have at least 100,000 francs. A fort- 
night ago she was informed that she had 

ained her case, and that, the expenses being 

educted, she was entitlea to 4 000 franes. 

This shock wastoo much for her brain. She 
told her friends that she had just inherited a 
fortune of several millions and went to the 
Palais Royal to buy children’s toys. She or- 
dered 12,000 dolls, 5,000 Punches and 3,000 boxes 
of leaden soldiers. It was perceived that she 
was a lunatic, and the police found her lodg- 
ings which were considered suitable to her 
case. Jeanne Andree, the reigning beauty of 
other days, the breaker of fortunes, the witty 
brilliant woman; has lost her beauty, her 
riches and her reason.
